Raw sewage 
at Altona beach

Two areas at Al- 
tona beach had long 
been noted for E Coli 
counts which on oc- 
casions approached the 
levels of raw sewage, 
Altons’s medical of- 
ficer of health, Dr. J.

Reporting to last 
week’s council meeting, 
the city engineer, Mr. 
Ralph Simmons recom- 
mended that the pro- 
testor, Mr. J. A. L. Slee 
be advised: that his pro- 
test should have been 
forwarded to the hospital 
manager, as the trees 
were not on property 
controlled by the council. 

The trees were res 
moved to make way for 
extensions to the hospi- 
tal. 

In his letter to council 
Mr. Slee wrote: “I wholly 
disapprove of the cutting 
down and removal of the’ 
two large gum _ trees. 
These trees were of cons 
siderable girth and 
height, with a good fo- 
liage.” 

He added: “The pros 
posed extension seems to 
be a very minor one, one 
to which an alternative 
could have been sought. 

“The trees gave the 
hospital grounds such 
character that they could 
have been integrated with 
the design of the pro- 
posed extension.

At least $500 million is needed for urgent improvements to the 
west of Melbourne, the Western Region Commission has told Can- 
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- berra. .. 


The region, made-up of nine district councils, has forwarded 
the submission to the Cormmonwealth Grants Commission. 


The overall needs of 
the west would cost the- 
Federal Government’ an 
estimated $499,804,500, 
the submission states. 


“However, it is stressed]. 


that, if, addition to such 
needs‘as are outlined here, 
there are additional re- 
quirements: which may not 
be fully clarified, such as 
freeways, sewerage and 
education, and other press- 
ing needs of a. disadvan- 
taged region. f 


The submission followed]. 


details supplied .to the 
Western Region by the 
mémber councils: Altona, 
Bacchus Marsh, Essendon, 
Footscray, Keilor, Melton, 
Sunshine, Werribee and 
Williamstown.

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The problems of focal government are 
becoming more apparent today. A new 
‘society is emerging after progression into 
an-era of radical changes. ©: ~- : 


This society, is however, 
not yet comprehended by 
the governing bodies. This 
society is demanding a 
more direct, immediate 
contribution to the govern- 
ment of our country. 
Whereas local, State and 
Federal Governments have 
defined areas of legal acti- 
vity, soceity today is chan- 
nelling the demands for 
attention to their nearest 
elected representative. 

The councillor is there- 
fore beset with~ requests 
that are no®in his power 
to consider. At the same 
time the demands are so 
put that the onus for ac- 
tion rests with the elected 
member of local govern- 
ment. 

The people therefore 
request a wider area- of 
responsible contact to be 
vested for their benefit in 
the immediate vicinity of 
their activity. 

Regionalisation is one 
proposal for the re-struc- 
ture of our country’s 
government. However, the 
problems and pitfalis in- 
herent are already being 
felt in as much while the 
definition of regionalisa- 
tion is mot visible, the 
existing structures of 
goverment are thrown 
into turmoil and con- 
fusion to the detriment of 
Government itself, 

For instance: — it is as- 
sumed that regionalism 
will function out-side the 
inviolable boundries of 
both State and municipal 
authorities while at the, 
same time no definition is 
given to the areas of func- 
tion of a region. 


Skill needed 


So the fiscal boundary 
of a region defined by an 
economical measure so 
that a region will be cho- 
sen for the highest output 
on industrious production 
to benefit the whole coun- 
try, or is it based on a geo-4 
graphical and 
demographical measure so 
that no request will be 
made of that region that 
does not comply with the 
natural development with- 
in the environment abi- 
lities of that region? ~ 

Should not. all these 
areas be defined before we 
are plunged into the crea- 
tion of a new bureaucracy 
which could spell added 
costs to the taxpayer? It is 
true that we have also 
evolved onto a level of life 


of thought and implemen- 
tation, but to attempt this 
without the ‘aid of skilled 
management is utopian! 

The realisation is at 
hand that although we are 
ali very well- aware’ of the 
needs of our respective 
communities and although 
we have the funds to sup- 
ply many of the needs we 
are woefully tacking in 
responsible management. 

Perhaps our government 
could be wise enough to 
learn from,other countries 
who ‘Havé already ad- 
vanced in regionalisation 
through trial and error, 
We could save ourselves 
the errors, 


France does it 


I wish to mention 
France in particular where 
regionalisation is function- 
ing implemented by a 
body of 30 highly - skilled 
people whose function is 
not to administer, but to 
advise on management. 

Innovations are neces- 
sary, Regionalism might 
improve the performance 
of Government but it is 
not all that is needed at 
the moment. The experts 
say that ills exist in our 
society that must be cured 
before they are swept into 
a new system to wreak 
the very same havoc there, 
that they are causing at 
the moment. 

These ills are the reas- 
ons why local ‘government 
has not the necessary fi- 
nances to properly 
perform. To our city these 
ilis can be defined as the 
usurping of our land by 
various State and Federal 
authorities under a system 
which’ cannot be_ viable 
any longer according to 
the sociological trends of 
development in our com- 
munity, and indeed the 
country’ at large. ' : 

A strategy is therefore 
needed both for the de- 
velopment’ of proper 
government and the cure 
of the present ils -which 
beset this nonetheless af- 
fluent society of ours. ~ 

I am determined to 
advocate in council a po-
